IRAQ’S FUTURE 


Nation’s ground forces 
should be proficient by 
’09, Army leader says

WASHINGTON Iraqi ground forces should 
become proficient by mid-2009, possi- 
bly as early as April, an Army general told 
Congress on Wednesday 

The assessment by Lt. Gen. James 
Dubik suggests that U.S. troops could 
start stepping back around that time from 
ground combat missions, the most danger- 
ous in Iraq. Dubik, who for the past year 
led efforts to train Iraq’s army and police 
units, said his estimate depended on sev- 
eral factors and did not take into account 
when other components of Iraq’s security 
forces would become more independent. 

Overall, Iraq’s security forces have con- 
trol of just half its 18 provinces. While the 


ROOM TO GROW 

Lt. Gen. James Dubik said Iraq’s secu- 
rity forces have grown from 444,000 to 
566,000 since he took command of the 
Multi-National Security Transition Com- 
mand in 2007. They are better able to 
execute operations on their own, he said. 


Defense Department recently estimated 
Iraq could take the lead in all the provinc- 
es by the end of this year, other military 
officials have said 2009 is more realistic. 

“Declaring full success too early is a 
risk,” said Dubik, who is retiring after 37 
years of service. “There has been huge 
progress. There has been significant 
improvement in every possible way you 
can measure it. But full success is not yet 
at hand.” 

But the fast-growing force lacks experi- 
enced leaders and the ability to train all its 


recruits. More specifically, Iraq’s military 
forces does not have the aviation and other 
specialized capabilities that “are not going 
to be fixed in the short term,” he said. 

Lawmakers pressed Dubik about when 
he thought the Iraqis could take more 
control. 

“In your opinion, when will the Iraqis 
be able to handle their own security so our 
troops no longer have to do it?” asked the 
chairman. Rep. Ike Skelton (D-Mo.). 

“I would not put an ‘X’ on the calendar, 
Mr. Chairman,” Dubik answered. One 
reason, he said, is that the Iraqis have yet 
to decide on critical military purchases, 
including aircraft. 

When Skelton asked Dubik to consid- 
er ground forces only, the general said it 
would be in the middle of next year before 
they would be considered fully capable. 

“It could be as early as April. It could be 
as late as August,” he said.

Greek for laugh- 
ter— was among 
the topics dis- 
cussed this week 
at a four-day meet- 
ing of the Inter- 
national Society 
for Humor Stud- 
ies, an Oakland, 

Calif-based col- 
lective of psychol- 
ogists, sociolo- 
gists, linguists and 
other academics who probe funniness 
from every conceivable angle. 

To wit: an analysis of how punch lines 
are timed in Chinese jokes, a Japanese 
technique that measures electrical cur- 
rents in people’s diaphragms during a 
belly laugh and a Spanish look at humor 
and lovemaking, fittingly titled “Let’s 
Make Laugh.” 

As for gelotophobia, psychologist 
Willibald Ruch of the University of 
Zurich said it was first proposed as a 
distinct phobia— and given a name— 
about a decade ago.

Being saddled with the knowledge that 
your last name could quite simply mean 
“bad” is hard enough to take.

To toiling for peace 
at every opportunity? Or would 
this tack end horribly wrong, 
with my birth name ultimately 
overpowering me and an entire village of 
kittens slaughtered?

After last summer’s travel nightmare of 
delays and cancellations, airlines and the fed- 
eral government promised that things would 
be better this year. But, so far, this summer is 
just as miserable. 

Summer travel is still a mess— a result of bad 
weather, financially strained airlines and an air-traf- 
fic-control system still not able to cope with all of 
the nation’s air traffic. 

In June, nearly 30 percent of all flights were 
late or canceled, with the average delay running 
62 minutes, according to FlightStats, a flight- 
tracking service. That’s just about as bad as June 
last year, when 31 percent of flights didn’t arrive 
on time and the average delay was 61 minutes, 
according to FlightStats. 

“We’re still struggling,” said Robert Cordes, 
vice president of operations planning and per- 
formance at American Airlines. “There has not 
been much change from last year, and last year 
was not a stellar year.” 

Chicago and New York have been the biggest 
bottlenecks this summer, and the nation’s two big- 
gest airlines— American and United— have been 
the most delay-plagued among big carriers so far 
this summer. 

At O’Hare, a major hub for both American and 
United, only 55 percent of June flights were on 
time, compared with 65 percent last year. Unit- 
ed says 31 percent of all flights at O’Hare had an 
air- traffic-control delay in June, compared with 
21 percent last year. Those delays result from 
bad weather and airport congestion, a United 
spokeswoman said. 

Airlines and the Federal Aviation Administra- 
tion blame particularly bad weather so far this

year, including the storms that caused flooding in 
the Midwest. 

“It’s been challenging,” says Nancy Kalinows- 
ki, the FAA’s vice president of system operations 
services. “There are a lot of things in place that 
we think are making a difference” but delays 
have increased at key airports, particularly in 
Chicago and New York. 

Paul Keckley a health-industry consultant, ran 
into a typical summer travel nightmare in late 
June when he was flying from Washington, D.C., 
to Las Vegas on JetBlue, which also has struggled 
in on-time performance. His plane sat waiting 
to take off for two hours. “The pilot made light 
of it,” Keckley said, announcing, “ ‘We will know 


something in 30 minutes ...’ four times.” 

Instead of arriving at 10:25 p.m., he got to Las 
Vegas at 12:45 His hotel, Mandalay Bay, was 
overbooked, so after waiting 30 minutes in line 
at the front desk, he was sent to another hotel. 
He had time for a shower before he had to join 
phone calls at 4 a.m. Vegas time, then flew back 
later that day after meetings. 

“I actually rumpled the sheets to make myself 
feel like I had a room even though I got no 
sleep,” he said. “It’s not fun to travel.” 

A JetBlue spokesman says weather and air- 
traffic congestion make it difficult to operate 
on time. “The best long-term solution remains 
increasing the capacity the aviation system is

US AIRWAYS 

$2 to purchase 
non-alcoholic drinks 

For domestic flights, the first checked bag weighing 
less than 50 pounds costs $15. The second bag costs 
$25, with additional bags costing $100. The airline 
recently announced it is doing away with the in-flight 
entertainment systems on many of its flights, accord- 
ing to Bloomberg News. The video systems weigh 
about 500 pounds, increasing fuel use. The airline 
also announced a $2 charge for non-alcoholic drinks.

$25 for a second bag 

Until Aug. 17 a passenger’s first checked bag is 
free and a second checked bag costs $25.

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capable of handling,” he said. 

Many delays result from pre-storm 
decisions to ground airplanes, which can 
sometimes be aggressive, compound- 
ed by slow recovery by airlines and air- 
traffic controllers after storms. Airlines 
complain that some key airports, like 
O’Hare, aren’t handling as many planes 
per hour as they did just a few years ago. 

A change under consideration: Speed- 
ing up jets. Flights were slowed down to 
save fuel, but adding a couple minutes to 
each flight may end up increasing delays, 
eating away at fuel savings. 

One bright spot: US Airways is per- 


forming much better this year than last 
summer, demonstrating how problems 
aren’t all weather-related. US Airways 
invested in new baggage-handling equip- 
ment, acquired more gates to reduce 
delays, built more buffer into its sched- 
ule and beefed up management at its 
Philadelphia hub to fix problems there. 

Last year’s last-place airline in on- 
time performance among major airlines 
moved to second-best in June, behind 
only Southwest, according to FlightStats. 
Still, travelers say airlines seem more 
inept at handling delays. Among com- 
plaints: churlish crews, stingy amenities 


and little ability to accommodate people 
when flights are delayed by storms. 

Acting FAA Administrator Bobby 
Sturgell has seen turmoil firsthand. After 
a news conference May 22 at LaGuar- 
dia to announce FAA plans to reduce 
summer delays, Sturgell’s scheduled 
flight back to Washington was canceled 
because of storms. Another flight had a 
mechanical problem and Sturgell didn’t 
land until 9 p.m., a spokeswoman who 
traveled with him said. 

Then the FAA chief and other passen- 
gers had to wait 30 minutes for a gate to 
open up. 


DELTA 

$25 to redeem miles 

For domestic flights, a first checked item is 
free of cost, while a second costs $25. A sur- 
charge of $25 has been added to redeem fre- 
quent-flier-mile tickets for domestic flights 
and flights to Canada; a $50 surcharge has 
been added for international flights. 


NORTHWEST AIRLINES

Frequent fliers now have to hand over a tem- 
porary $25 charge to redeem awarded tick- 
ets for domestic flights, according to The 
Associated Press.

The airline also will start 
charging $15 for a first checked bag.

Going to 
O’Hare? 

You may be 
singing Blue 
Line blues

Many travelers learned the hard 
way Wednesday that CTA trains to 
O’Hare wouldn’t get them all the way 
to the airport. 

Until July 28, airport-bound trains 
on the Blue Line won’t go farther 
than the CTA rail stop at Rosemont, 
because of track work to eliminate 
rail “slow zones.” Rosemont is the last 
stop on the line, about four miles from 
the airport. 

Instead, for about the next three 
weeks, free shuttle buses will take 
inbound and outbound Blue Line cus- 
tomers between the Rosemont and 
O’Hare stops. 

News of the construction woes 
caught many O ’Hare-bound travel- 
ers by surprise Wednesday, a day after 
the work began, despite publicity 
efforts by the CTA. 

Rich Stone flew to O’Hare after 
attending Olympic track and field tri- 
als in Eugene, Ore. He wedged him- 
self, his oversized backpack and two 
smaller bags onto a CTA shuttle bus 
at about 4:20 p.m. 

He criticized the CTA and airport 
officials for not doing more to alert 
airline passengers of the delays. But 
Stone and many other riders noted it’s 
difficult to beat the $2 CTA fare. 

Still, for people who ride the 
train out of support for mass tran- 
sit or simply to avoid spending $50 
or more on a taxi, their loyalty and 
frugality will be tested over the next 
few weeks. 

Blue Line passengers traveling to 
O’Hare must lug their luggage from 
the Rosemont platform to a bus stop 
where shuttle buses take them via Riv- 
er Road and Interstate 190 to a bus/ 
shuttle center located directly above 
the O’Hare rail station. 

The shuttle buses average 9 to 
13 minutes each way between the 
Rosemont and O’Hare stations, 
worse than the six to seven minutes 
on average it took when the Blue 
Line trains crawled through the slow 
zones at 15 miles per hour, said CTA 
spokeswoman Wanda Taylor. 

“Everything is going well,” Taylor 
said Wednesday “We’ve got more than 
enough buses and haven’t had any dif- 
ficulties.”

A key Chicago alderman and ally of May- 
or Daley demanded Wednesday that the 
city’s top cop answer questions and criti- 
cism at a public hearing after this year’s 
spike in violent crime was highlighted by a 
fatal shooting near the Taste of Chicago.

In his short tenure since Daley plucked 
him from the FBI, Weis has been singled 
out by aldermen as well as some veteran 
department insiders upset by his chang- 
es to the headquarters hierarchy and the 
command structure in many police out- 
posts around the city 

Aid. Isaac Carothers (29th), chairman of 
the City Council Police and Fire Commit- 
tee, set a July 15 council hearing for Weis 
to discuss rising violence, alleged poor 
communication with aldermen and a per- 
ceived lack of new crime-fighting strate- 
gies. Carothers, whose brother is a Chica- 
go police officer, said department morale 
is “at an all-time low.” 

The alderman seized on the July 3 shoot- 
ings in the Loop that killed a 19 -year-old 
and injured three others following the fire- 
works at the Taste festival, when a small 
section of the lakefront is crammed with 
more than i million people from all over 
the Chicago area. 

“He’s inexperienced, and it’s his first 
Taste,” Carothers said. “I want to see what 
his response is going to be to deal with this 
violence, not only at the Taste, but with

this unprecedented violence in this city— 
13 percent up murders, shootings are up, 
violence is up, every category is up— and 
he has to respond to that.” 

Although violence surrounding the 
Taste always makes headlines, it’s nothing 
new in recent years. A man was shot dead 
two blocks from the festival in 2005, and a 
shooting inside the Taste injured a 15-year- 
old North Carolina tourist in 2006. 

“The seasoned commanders who were in 
charge in past years, the past three years, are 
the same commanders and top brass who 
were responsible for the event this year,” 
police spokeswoman Monique Bond said 
Wednesday While this year’s Taste plan was 
similar to years past. Bond said the depart- 
ment would look for ways to improve it. 

Weis, Bond added, has agreed to attend 
the next police and fire committee meeting 
to hear aldermen’s concerns, and he plans to 
meet with some aldermen this week to brief 
them on crime issues and listen to concerns. 

The recent increase in violent crime, 
a 13 percent rise in homicides by the end 
of June according to unofficial numbers. 


have placed Weis and his performance 
under scrutiny just six months after Daley 
appointed him with instructions to signif- 
icantly change a department battered by 
corruption and abuse scandals. 

Some officers in recent months have 


complained privately that Weis is spend- 
ing too much time on issues such as police 
misconduct and equipping cops with auto- 
matic weapons, while not paying enough 
attention to others, including complaints of 
manpower shortages and slumping morale.

Civil rights leader says he 
regrets making crude 
comments about Obama 

Rev. Jesse Jackson apologized Wednesday 
for making crude remarks about Sen. Barack 
Obama that were picked up during an interview 
with Fox News on Sunday 

The civil rights leader apparently did not 
know that his microphone was on when he 
whispered the comments to another guest as he 
prepared for an interview on “Fox & Friends.” 

“Barack, he’s talking down to black people,” 
Jackson said in a short clip the network aired 
Wednesday on “Special Report With Brit Hume.” 

Hume reported that Jackson also “threatened 
to cut off a certain part of Obama’s anatomy” 

Jackson gave an interview to rival news net- 
work CNN expressing regret for his comments, 
which he said were made as part of a discussion 
about Obama’s calls for more personal responsi- 
bility during appearances before black churches. 

“I said it can come off as speaking down to 
black people,” Jackson said on CNN’s “The Sit- 
uation Room.” 

‘^nd then I said something I felt regret for— 
it was crude,” he added. “It was very private, and 
very much a sound bite — and a live mike. And so 
I feel— I find no comfort in it, I find no joy in it. 
So I immediately called the senator’s campaign 
to send my statement of apology to repair the 
harm or hurt that this may have caused his cam- 
paign because I support it unequivocally” 

Obama’s campaign issued a statement almost 
immediately after Jackson ended his news con- 
ference at his Rainbow/PUSH Coalition head- 
quarters on the South Side. 

“As someone who grew up without a father 
in the home. Sen. Obama has spoken and writ- 
ten for many years about the issue of paren- 


tal responsibility, including the importance of 
fathers participating in their children’s lives,” 
said Obama spokesman Bill Burton. “He also 
discusses our responsibility as a society to pro- 
vide jobs, justice, and opportunity for all. He will 
continue to speak out about our responsibilities 
to ourselves and each other, and he of course 
accepts Reverend Jackson’s apology” 

CNN did not report the exact words Jack- 
son used during the Fox interview. Anchor Wolf 
Blitzer said the language was “so crude” that the 
network could not air it. 


The comment triggered condemnation from 
an unexpected source: Rep. Jesse L. Jackson Jr., 
Jackson’s son. 

In a statement, the younger Jackson said he 
was “deeply outraged and disappointed in Rev- 
erend Jackson’s reckless statements about Sena- 
tor Barack Obama.” 

“Reverend Jackson is my dad, and I’ll always 
love him,” he said. “ ... I thoroughly reject and 
repudiate his ugly rhetoric. He should keep 
hope alive and any personal attacks and insults 
to himself”

damage? 
Here’s help 

One of the worst pot- 
hole seasons in recent 
memory is drawing to a 
close, but you still have 
plenty of time to file 
a claim if your vehicle 
was damaged on the 
city’s streets. 

You have up to one 
year from the date of 
the incident to file a 
claim with the city 
clerk’s office. Forms 
can be obtained from 
both the clerk’s office 
and the City Coun- 
cil’s Committee on 
Finance or online. 

Include a descrip- 
tion of the damage 
and how it occurred, 
and a police report. If 
possible, take pictures 
of the pothole and 
the damage to your 
vehicle. If you already 
have made repairs to 
your vehicle, include a 
copy of the bill; if not, 
include two estimates. 

A Finance Commit- 
tee investigator will 
check each claim for 
proper documentation 
and to make sure the 
pothole exists. Claims 
deemed valid are for- 
warded to the full coun- 
cil for approval. The city 
will pay half the cost of 
repairs up to $2,000.

Smile, you’re on the street sweeper cam 


It soon could get even harder to escape the 
long lens of city cameras. 

Mayor Daley wants to use the devices to snare 
people who defy signs ordering them not to park 
curbside on street-sweeping days. 

Under an ordinance the mayor introduced 
Wednesday to the City Council, cameras would be 
installed on street sweepers. They would capture 


images of the temporary no-parking signs posted 
on street-sweeping days, as well as vehicles who 
defy them, triggering $50 tickets for their owners. 

The effort is expected to save the city mon- 
ey because police won’t have to be called to the 
scene to issue tickets, Daley said. 

If the program is approved, the city will start 
by putting cameras on six sweepers, one in each 


city sanitation district, as well as one that floats 
among districts. 

Should that go well, the city might consider a 
similar program for vehicles parked on the street 
that block snow plows when overnight parking 
bans are in effect, the mayor said. 

City cameras already nab construction zone- 
speeders and red-light scofflaws.

If Favre really is feeling the “itch” 
to play again after retiring in March, 
as was reported by ESPN last week, 
do they welcome him back with open 
arms? Or is it time to move on with 
his designated successor, Aaron Rod- 
gers— even if that leaves open the 
possibility of Favre playing for anoth- 
er team? 

To date, McCarthy’s answers to the 
kids Wednesday remain the only pub- 
lic comments from the coach or Gen- 
eral Manager Ted Thompson since the 
latest round of reports and rumors of 
a potential Favre comeback surfaced 
last week. 

On Tuesday night. Packers Presi- 
dent and CEO Mark Murphy said he 
does not believe Favre will return to 
the team. 

“It’s a very delicate situation, because 
he has such a special place in Packers 
history,” the Green Bay Press-Gazette 
reported Murphy said at a charity auc- 
tion in Fond du Lac, Wis. 


In early April, GM Ted Thompson dis- 
missed a report in the L.A. Times that 
Favre’s representatives were exploring a 
comeback with another team. Later that 
month, after the Packers officially placed 
Favre on the reserve/retired list, Favre 
admitted he was having second thoughts. 
“There are always second thoughts, but 
that’s not saying I am coming back,” he 
says. “It’s never a clear-cut decision. It’s 
something I can’t expect everyone to 
understand.” 


Favre told the Gulfport (Miss.) Sun Her- 
ald that he’d be tempted to come out of 
retirement if Aaron Rodgers was injured. 


The latest round of Favre speculation 
kicked off last week, when ESPN reported 
that Favre had told Packers coach Mike 
McCarthy he was feeling the “itch” to play 
again. Favre hasn’t spoken publicly about 
the latest reports, beyond telling the Sun 
Herald that the speculation is “all rumor.” 


After a disastrous fling with baseball, 
Jordan tells friends, former teammates 
and Bulls officials that he wants to leave 
the White Sox system and return to bas- 
ketball, which he does in March 1995.

Lettuce introduce you to Hub 51— and 
the next generation of Chicago restaurateurs 


By M. Kathleen Pratt 

In this town, certain names come with 
strings attached. If you’re a high school 
hoops player and your last name is Jordan, 
people are going to turn and look. And if 
your last name is Melman and you open 
a restaurant, you can expect a little extra 
scrutiny— and maybe a little extra help. 
When brothers R.J. and Jerrod Melman 
recently opened their new River North 
eatery. Hub 51, they got a bit of both. 

Their father is Rich Melman, co-founder 
of Lettuce Entertain %u Enterprises, the 
operation behind some of the city’s most 
well-known and successful restaurants. 

R.J., 29, and Jerrod, 25, grew up watching 
their father grow the business and even- 
tually went on to work in management at 
Lettuce spots R.J. Grunts and Osteria Via 
Stato. But those were their father’s restau- 
rants. At Hub 51, they’re on their own. 

OK, not entirely The younger Melmans 
clearly are applying what they’ve learned 


from Dad. Though Hub 51 only has been 
open for dinner since June 27 (lunch 
debuted this week), it already runs like 
clockwork. The food is consistent. The 
atmosphere is polished. It almost feels, 
well, like they’ve done this all before. 

High ceilings and 
exposed ductwork 
give the 300-seat 
space an airy, loft- 
like feel, while giant 
concrete columns 
loosely define three 
separate “rooms” 
within. 

The bustling 
front room, com- 
plete with an over- 
head DJ booth, is filled with round high- 
top tables with views of the flat-screen TVs 
that hang above the main bar. Opposite, 
there’s a more subdued space sporting one 
whitewashed brick wall and a small, elevat-

ed bar tucked away in 
the corner. Between 
the two is a sort 
of middle ground 
populated with 
more tables, booths 
and— on our visits, 
anyway — a dispropor- 
tionate number of twen- 
tysomething women. 

Though it skews youngish, you 
get the sense Hub 51 would like to be all 
things to all people— even the soundtrack 
swings safely from one generation’s crowd- 
pleaser to the next (Bob Dylan, U2, Nata- 
sha Bedingfield, repeat). It’s a smart plan 
for River North, a neighborhood where 
city-dwelling nine-to-fivers, stressed-out 
business travelers and wide-eyed tourists 
converge. 

The army of young, chatty servers seems 
up to the challenge, eager to please with 
quick refills and menu suggestions at the 
ready Good thing, since that menu covers 
a shocking amount of ground, packing into 
two pages everything from sweet potato 
maki with Japanese soy-barbecue sauce

($9) to five spice-rubbed pork ribs ($12) to 
hand-dipped ice cream bars ($5). 

There’s even an entire section dedi- 
cated to soft taco platters: chicken, pulled 
pork, halibut and filet mignon (above). We 
quickly figured out why Our filet mignon 
tacos ($18), which arrived on a hefty plat- 
ter loaded with tender slices of teriyaki- 
marinated steak, soft homemade tortillas, 
white rice, black beans, pico de gallo and 
guacamole, were packed with flavor. 

The kitchen’s modest takes on Mexican 
fare do well across the board. We’re bet- 
ting it won’t be long before the peekytoe 
crab nachos ($16), a heap of crisp house- 
made chips piled with fresh crab meat, 
melted white cheddar and Oaxaca chees- 
es, salsa and great clumps of guacamole, 
become an after-work staple among the 
River North happy hour crowd. 

Entrees ($16 -$35) are designed to 
please: big, satisfying and familiar. The 
usual suspects, from roasted chicken 
to bone-in rib-eye (a beastly i8-ouncer 
appropriately dubbed “The Dude”), all 
make an appearance. 

A little predictable? Perhaps, but there’s 
something to be said for getting exactly 
what you want. Our tender braised short 
ribs ($19) fell right off the bone, and the 
Yukon Gold mashed potatoes had us at 
first, buttery bite. 

Besides, for all its familiarity Hub 51 isn’t 
totally without surprises. The biggest and 
best came at the end of our meal: Martha’s 
Special Occasion Carrot Cake ($6), a dense, 
moist, three-layer wedge served with a dol- 
lop of whipped cream and an extra scoop of 
rich cream cheese frosting on the side. 

So who is this Martha? That would be 
Mom. 

With all due respect to Rich Melman, 
we’re not sure the boys owe it all to Dad.

Tricia Heifer can’t help you. 

“I’m definitely looking forward to finding out more of what 
Carla’s doing and who she is.

YouTube’s new Screening Room brings users four new films every two weeks.

Enter a cineplex this summer and you’re 
basically wandering into a giant circus. 
Each tent pole— the biz term for a colos- 
sally expensive movie— is sure to include 
at least one outlandish main character. On 
your left, a man ages in reverse. On your 
right, a demon in a raincoat wields a revolv- 
er as big as a car. Up ahead, a man in a bat 
suit faces off with a murderous clown. 

No room for nuance in these parts. 
Bohemians seeking boring reality-based 
“films” will have to look in the phone book 
for old movie houses with bad sound. Or 
you could try the Internet. 

Yes. The independent movie, banished 
from theaters for its fiscal transgressions, 
is trying to find some life online. TbuTube, 
that bastion of the uncinematic, took a 
surprising jump into the indie world a few 
weeks ago when it launched its Screening 
Room. In the Room, you’ll find only jury- 
selected, independent short films (four 
new ones every two weeks). Each film on 
the first slate has attracted more than a 
quarter of a million views, a robust audi- 
ence for small films that would otherwise 
be lucky to fill a few theaters with festival- 
goers before being shelved. 


But movie-watching sites like %uTube, 
jaman.com and indief lix.com are just the top 
layer. There’s a growing number of movie- 
making Web sites that enable creators to 
gather and exchange ideas and expertise 
with one another and hired mentors. 

One of these is massify.com, which pro- 
vides a space where actors, directors and 
writers can assemble projects or compete 


in one of the site’s short-film contests. 

Massify’s innovative first project was 
to build a horror movie from the ground 
up. Writers were invited to upload story 
pitches, and actors submitted audition 
videos. The site’s community members 
then voted on their favorite story and on 
which actors they thought deserved to be 
cast in the four main roles. The winning 


idea, “Perkins 14,” is about a psychopath 
who kidnaps 14 people from Brightsville 
and brainwashes them, creating a unified 
team of psycho killers. The film, budgeted 
at $i million, is shooting in Romania. 

Online film production outlets like 
Massify derive their value from doubling 
as a kind of new wave marketing opportu- 
nity for any brand willing to pay The inge- 
nious part of the model is that by recruit- 
ing talented creators to produce content 
related to an event or product (in this case. 
After Dark’s horror fest), Massify converts 
its users into what it calls “brand ambas- 
sadors.” It’s better than word-of-mouth 
advertising because filmmakers and actors 
form a community around the brand, 
implicitly marketing to themselves and 
their peers by creating movies around it. 

Filmaka.com (that’s pronounced film 
make-uh) has found a webby new way to 
tap into the old tension between art and 
commerce. The site runs year-round con- 
tests in which aspiring filmmakers com- 
pete for real development deals, funding 
and attention from a heavy-duty list of 
jurors that includes the likes of Werner 
Herzog, Wim Wenders, Paul Schrader and 
Neil LaBute.
